Its  nat- 
ural deep-water  harbor  40- 
footchannels,  andmodernter- 
minal  facilities  allow  it  to  ac- 
commodate the  world's  most 
modern  vessels.

The  privately  owned 
bulk  terminals  of  the  Port  han- 
dle nearly  22  million  tons  of 
cargo  per  year,  consisting  of 
petroleum,  natural  gas,  sugar, 
scrap  metal,  gypsum,  and 
salt. 

High  value  general 
cargo,  such  as  machinery, 
photographic  equipment, 
computer  parts,  and  con- 
sumer goods  are  shipped  in 
modern  containers  through 
the  Port's  three  public  termi- 
nals, owned  and  operated  by 
the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority.

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land.  This44-acre,  two  gantry 
crane  facility  opened  m  1972 
and  handles  an  average 
45,000  containers  per  year. 

Conley  Terminal,  at 
Castle  Island,  South  Boston,  is 
a  101-acre  multi-berth  termi- 
nal and  the  major  Port  facility 
for  the  discharge  of  lumber, 
automobiles,  and  break-bulk 
general  cargo.  The  termi- 
nal's newest  facility  Berth  11, 
offers  two  40-ton  Paceco  con- 
tainer cranes  at  a  1000 -foot 
berth.  Automobiles  and 
trucks  are  discharged  at  the 
terminal's  Berth  16,  while 
Berth  17  is  leased  to  Sea- 
Land  Services,  Inc.,  for  oper- 
ation of  their  world-wide 
container  service. 

Harbor  Gateway  Ter- 
minal, South  Boston,  includes 
a  47- acre  site  adjacent  to  the 
former  South  Boston  Naval 
Annex  used  for  discharge  and 
handling  of  automobiles,  road 
salt,  and  other  bulk  commodi- 
ties. Harbor  Gateway  is  also 
the  location  of  Boston's  new- 
est passenger  facility,  the 
Black  Falcon  Cruise  Tferminal, 
and  approximately  one  mil- 
lion square  feet  of  covered 
cargo  storage  at  the  former 
Boston  Army  Base. 


Boston  IS  a  full- 


service  port,  providing  the 
entire  range  of  amenities 
expected  m  a  major,  well- 
established  seaport  city. 

Tug  and  towboat 
service  is  provided  by  16 
boats  with  ratings  up  to  3,000 
horsepower  for  towmg,  dock- 
ing, undockmg,  and  shifting 
vessels.  These  tugs  are 
accustomed  to  handling 
major  ocean-going  ships  and 
Boston' s  pilots  are  widely  rec- 
ognized as  among  the  finest 
m  the  world. 

The  Port  of  Boston  is 
the  headquarters  for  US

chusetts) and  Region  #1 
(Massachusetts,  Connecti-

Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont, 
plus  35  counties  m  upstate 
New  York). 

Over  a  dozen  large 
commercial  banks  offer 
complete  international  trad- 
ing services,  and  the  city 
has  more  than  30  custom 
house  brokers  and  freight 
forwarders. 

Also,  the  Port  of  Bos- 
ton offers  a  wide  variety  of 
privately  operated  commer- 
cial marine  services,  includ- 
ing: ship  repair  and  ship 
building;  ship  chandlers  and 
suppliers;  vessel  bunkering; 
1 . 1  million  square  feet  of  dry 
storage;  complete  seaman's 
services;  and  the  capacity  to 
handle,  store,  and  distribute 
virtually  any  type  of  cargo. 


The  Port  of  Boston  is 
served  by  numerous  common 
carrier  trucking  companies, 
capable  of  hauling  all  types  of 
cargo.  Many  lines  are  US  Cus- 
toms bonded;  some  offer  ser- 
vices such  as  pool  car/truck 
distr±)ution,  assembly  con- 
solidation, warehousing,  and 
export  crating.  Moran  Termi- 
nal in  Charlestown  also 
houses  a  neutral  chassis  pool, 
for  the  convenience  of  ocean 
carriers  using  the  port. 

Once  cargo  has  been 
unloaded  and  processed  at 
the  Port's  terminals,  it  can 
be  delivered  overnight  to 
any  destination  in  New  Eng- 
land.

region's  north-south  high- 
way network,  1-93,  1-95,  and 
1-89,  connects  the  Port  to 
New  England  and  beyond. 

This  combination  of 
outstanding  trucking  and 
highway  service  and  Boston's 
central  location  withm  the 
region  results  m  important 
savings  m  time  and  energy 
costs  for  users  of  the  Port.  A 
truck  traveling  from  Boston  to 
Portland,  Maine,  for  example, 
saves  220  miles  in  tune  and 
fuel  each  way  compared  to  a 
truck  making  the  same  haul 
from  New  York  to  Portland. 
New  England  shippers  save 
an  estimated  S25  per  ton  by 
choosing  Boston  over  more 
distant  ports. 

Boston's  two  Class  I 
railroads,  the  Boston  &  Maine 
and  Conrail,  provide  trackage 
to  dockside. 


Moran  Container  Ter- 
minal is  owned  and  operated 
as  a  public  container  facility 
by  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  (Massport).
